Falls, giving the passengers a bird’s-eye view of 

the famous falls. A mist rose hundreds of feet 
in the air as the waters fell far below to be almost swal- 
lowed up by the narrow passage through which it must 
flow. As the plane gained altitude, one could soon see 
the planes and mountains in the far distance. Some of 
them were natural and some were man-made from dirt 
taken from the great gold mines of South Africa. 

A few more hours and we were nearing the great city 
of Johannesburg. As we came to a stop, scores of people 
could be seen crowding the observation terminal. We 
were surprised to see so many there when only one plane 
was arriving. A young lady who was returning from 
school in America said the skipper told her they were 
there to welcome her home. 

A few hands waved as we marched toward the customs 
office. I was soon met by Brother Saayman and Brother 
Schutte, who escorted me to the large waiting room. As I 
neared the top of the stairs, it was easy to see that the 
large terminal was jammed. Then, just as I reached the 
top steps, the throng began singing “I Have a Mansion 
Just Over the Hilltop.” Not until then did I realize they 
were there to welcome me. It is impossible for me to des- 
cribe my feelings. For a second I felt like going up; the 
next second I felt like going down. I could at least say as 
was said of the Queen of Beersheba when she saw all the 
wisdom of Solomon, “There was no more spirit left in 
her.” 

What could have been more appropriate to join our 
hearts in true fellowship than the universal, soul-stirring 
song “I Have a Mansion.” That is an expression which 
all God’s people understand, regardless of their na- 
tionality, language, or color. We can all say with one ac- 
cord, “I have a mansion.” As the strands of music filled 
the great airport, passengers, officials, and employees 
stopped to listen. Heaven seemed to swing low. Our hearts 
were more closely knit together in love, fellowship, and 
oneness. The great Atlantic Ocean seemed to vanish, leav- 
ing nothing between the loyal members of the Church of 
God in South Africa and those in America. 

After a few words of introduction and welcome by 
Brother Saayman, General Moderator of the Full Gospel 
Church of God in South Africa, and a few remarks by 
the General Overseer, I was next to be greeted by scores 
of people, men and women, preachers and laity. All 
seemed to be thrilled by the fact that the Church of God 
in America thought enough of them to send again a rep- 
resentative to their annual conference. I was then driven 

to the home of Brother S. P. Schutte, whom many of you 
DQer= There I made my headquarters while in South 

Africa. Never in my life have I been treated more royally 
and shown more courtesies than while in his home.

THE CONVENTION opened full-blast Friday 
night in the great tent seating 3,000 people, which was 
located on our own campground, about ten miles from 
Pretoria. Great interest was manifested from the very 
first service. Much preparation had been made. No little 
work had been done in erecting the great tent cathedral; 
the large cafeteria tent, feeding hundreds of people at 
one sitting; and a large building used as a kitchen, where 
the food was prepared and cooked on three enormous 
built-in stoves, approximately twelve feet long and four 
feet wide. Here the food was served to feed the hundreds 
of campers and visitors. There was not a hitch. The great 
crowd was served with speed and efficiency. Much of the 
food was donated, especially the meat. I was told that one 
man alone gave thirteen large beef cattle; another gave 
five; another man gave more than thirty head of sheep. 
The liberality of the members of the Church in South 
Africa apparently is unexcelled any place. Approximately 
150 camping tents had been erected, and many stayed in 
near-by homes and in the surrounding cities. 

The crowds increased until the large tent was over- 
flowing. The spirituality of the convention was at a high 
pitch throughout. The speakers of South Africa, as well 
as those visiting from America, seemed to be at their 
best and spoke under the anointing of the Holy Spirit. 
Some were baptized with the Holy Ghost. Others were 
healed. The congregation was often brought to tears of 
joy as Brother McLuhan and students from the Bible 
School, as well as many others of South Africa’s own 
talented singers, brought special messages in song. 


BIBLE SCHOOL: The Bible School is having 
great success under the supervision of Brother McLuhan 
and Brother Cobblar. Interest is increasing; new students 
are enrolling, and others are expecting to make applica- 
tion just as soon as more room can be provided. At the 
present, the dormitories are full. A new dormitory is now 
under construction, which they hope to have completed 
in a very short time. Everyone seems to be enthusiastic 
about the school. This was quite well proved when an of- 
fering for the school was taken, and more than $6,000 
was contributed. Brother:-McLuhan and family all seem 
to be happy and well satisfied in South Africa. They have 
their whole hearts in the work, and everyone seems to be 
of the opinion that God sent him there. In a few more 
months it will be hard to tell whether he is an American, 
Canadian, or South African. Regardless of what he may 
be called, he is working for God and His Church with all 
of his soul. 


MISSIONS: The Church in South Africa is a 
mission-minded church. This is quite evident when one 
realizes that the European work has only approximately 
100 churches and 8,000 members, though the total mem- 
bership, including natives, colored, Indians, and Euro- 
peans, is more than 46,000. Three of the world’s great 
missionary leaders—Brother duPlooy, Brother Schutte, 
and Brother Rolands—and others were at the convention 
to give reports of their work. They reported thousands of 
converts this last year, and are expecting greater things 
in the years ahead. 

Brother Mooneyham is looking forward, with great an- 
ticipation, to his work in Northern Rhodesia with Brother 
duPlooy. He is working in full cooperation with the Mis- 
sions Board of South Africa. The Missions Board which 
has been selected by the Executive Council of the Full

NATURE OF SINNERS 


Study the nature of sinners as it relates to the reason 
sO many go the broad way to destruction. (1) The self- 
denial of the cross is repugnant to them. He lives for the 
exaltation and pleasure of himself and his family. Un- 
checked self-gratification and scorn of self-denial excite 
the toiling and indigent masses. (2) These become zealots 
of their appetites, passions, and sensuality in general, al- 
ways on the lookout for good things and varied delights 
of self-indulgence. The thirst for pleasurable sensations 
colors the whole day; they care little for aspiration, high 
thoughts, the love of man, a noble enterprise. All they 
desire is to have a good time. Even the affectionate feel- 
ings are perverted and dishonored by sensuality. (3) They 
are proud of this luxurious and selfish spirit, and are dis- 
dainful of others who do not share it. “Their glory is in 
their shame.” How well Paul knew the world! Who does 
not recollect occasions when the timid suggestions of 
Christian principle have been met with the well-bred stare 
or the polite laugh of better-informed contempt? Filled 
with self-satisfaction, confident that they know the ways 
of the world, and perfectly content with its cold, heartless, 
and unprincipled maxims, they are often incapable of 
learning.

transcendent importance for the true happiness of man- 
kind, they treat with indulgent scorn as mere children’s 
babble. Their selfishness is their pride; their freedom from 
scruple is their satisfaction; and their hardness of heart 
is their subject for daily congratulation. There is great 
danger, when we are in the midst of such an atmosphere, 
of our thinking of the truths and principles revealed by 
our Lord as old-fashioned, visionary, and unnecessary. 
(4) They pay all their attention to earthly matters. Their 
whole sympathies are absorbed by self-interest, the daily 
pleasures of life, the round of amusements which prevent 
a tedium and expel dullness, the enjoyment of the display 
of taste and treasure, and the sense of having at com- 
mand everything that luxury can supply. 


THE GUILT AND POWER OF SIN 


The sinner is a servant of sin and entangled with the 
tradition of men, with the rudiments of the world (man- 
kind), and is spoiled through philosophy and vain deceit. 


Although man was created in the image of God and was ~ 


planted right in the garden, the sinner is a prodigal away 
from home, a seed planted right but came up wrong. The 
sinner is sold under sin, and flees when no man pursueth. 

Sinners fail to recognize the supreme and infinite ex- 
cellence in God, the acknowledgment of supreme power, 
upon which man and all other created things are ab- 
solutely dependent in all things. 

There is no doubt that certain psychological reasons 
exist which determine distribution of conversions and thus 
may influence souls to continue in the broad way of evil. 
That is, in the very nature of mental development lie 
factors which explain in parte conversion distribution. 
A child of early years is impressionable, to be sure, but 
before it can attain spiritual insight it must have a cer- 
tain degree of mental grasp, some capacity to see in ab- 
stract terms, and an ability to feel deeply. After youth is 
passed, the person is supposed to have a point of view of 
his own. One’s habits of thought and activity are more 
firmly set. There is less susceptibility to new impressions. 
That is, there is a normal period, somewhere between 
the innocence of childhood and the fixed habits of ma-

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vertisement of places of business, places of amuse- 

ment, and some modernistic, blood-denying, sin- 
loving churches. Some judge a church by its large mem- 
bership or congregation, but you can’t ascertain the true 
value of a thing by the crowd of people around. There 
are always more people in a five-and-ten-cent store than 
in a jewelry store. One man saw a big crowd of people 
standing in line in front of a place of business. He didn’t 
know what they were waiting to buy, but decided it must 
be something worth while, so he joined the crowd. 

From the largest to the smallest of God’s creatures, it 
is a natural instinct to follow the crowd. Birds go in 
flocks, sheep in droves, ants in colonies, and men live to- 
gether as nations; but, IT IS THE FEW IN THESE 
CROWDS WHO SHAPE THE CONDUCT AND THE DES- 
TINY OF THE MASSES. One bird at the head of the 
flight is the chart and compass for its companions in 
migration. One sheep is enough to lead a flock along the 
road or over the precipice. It is a lot easier to conform 
than it is to transform, but Paul said, “BE NOT CON- 
FORMED TO THIS WORLD: BUT BE YE TRANS- 
FORMED BY THE RENEWING OF YOUR MIND,” Romans 
12:2. Again, speaking to the Corinthians, he said, “Be 
ye not unequally yoked together with unbelievers .. . be 
ye SEPARATE.” 

Battles are not won by the large numbers but by those 
with the quickest and most powerful implements of war. 
So it is in our spiritual fight: “We wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against the rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high places,” Ephesians 
6:12. Churches that believe in the full gospel have a mere 
“drop in the bucket” of the millions of church members 
professing Christianity in these United States. We cannot 
“compare ourselves with some who commend themselves.” 
We cannot boast of millions of members, but what we 
lack in numbers we make up with the power of God, for 
“the weapons of our warfare are not carnal (fleshly), 
but mighty through God to the pulling down of strong 
holds,” 2 Corinthians 10:4. Armed with the power of the

Holy Ghost and the Word of God, which is “quick and 
powerful and sharper than any two-edged sword,” we 
fight the good fight of faith. God’s army may not be the 
largest in numbers, but it is certainly the most powerful 
and will win the ultimate victory. 

Down through the ages, God’s Word reveals that there 
is an undefeatable minority. The “few” who were obed- 
ient, faithful, steadfast, and loyal to God’s Word and will 
were always victorious. Let us consider some of these 
people. 

Noah was a preacher of righteousness. He worked and 
preached approximately 120 years, warning people of the 
great calamity that was coming to destroy all who were 
not in the ark of safety.

Gideon started out to fight against the Midianites with 
an army of 32,000 people. There was plenty of excitement 
and anxiety. Some had joined Gideon’s army out of cu- 
riosity; others longed for adventure; some were fasci- 
nated by the big crowd of people; still others were happy 
for the opportunity to display and demonstrate THEIR 
POWER to defeat the enemy with such a horde of people. 
The Lord said to Gideon, “The people that are with thee 
are too many for me to give the Midianites into their 
hands, lest Israel vaunt themselves against me, saying, 
Mine own hand hath saved me,” Judges 7:2. When Gid- 
eon’s army was finally sifted down, he had only 300 people 
left. Just 300 left out of the 32 thousand that started! 
Three hundred against so many Midianites that they 
looked like a horde of grasshoppers for multitude! BUT

you have been driven from “pillar to post” because of it.

“Truly this man was the Son of God,” you did not cry, 
neither was your heart rent, for before the darkness cov- 
ered the earth, another darkness far worse had already 
enveloped your sensibilities. 

You have many monuments and memorials of Chris- 
tian significance, but you are yet void of Christian con- 
sciousness. There are more of your people bowing toward 
Mecca and Mount Sinai than toward Mount Calvary’s 
crucified One. You are pregnant with places of Biblical 
history, but your eyes are still blind to Biblical truth and 
revelation. You would not rise up and call Him blessed, 
even after the unmistakable and unrefutable resurrec- 
tion. You would not relent in your unreasonable unbe- 
lief, though you were shaken from “center to circumfer- 
ence” by the powerful Pentecostal outpouring. You have 
hated Christ with an unparalleled hatred, and you in 
turn have been hated and hissed more than any people to 
ever populate the earth. You have tried to crush the 
Christian testimony and have only succeeded in crushing 
yourself. 

Down through the years, great sums of money have 
been spent by missions boards to awaken your dull mind, 
but until this day there has been very little response; 
consequently, it still lies dormant in senseless slumber. 


Many ministers of Jesus Christ have walked your streets,- 


bearing in their bosoms the feeling of being unheeded 
and unwanted. All of them, without exception, have been 
despised and rejected, and a great percentage have left 
you disillusioned and discouraged. If the mighty works 
that were done in you were done in Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, they would have repented long ago. 

It was my happy privilege to visit many of these places 
where miracles were performed, some of which were: 
the place where Christ was born, Golgotha where He was 
crucified, the garden of Gethsemane, the tomb where He 
arose, the pool of Siloam, Lazarus’ tomb, the pool of Be- 
thesda, and many others. All this was not done in a cor- 
ner. It was open for all to see, and you saw it. No other 
has ever been favored as you. Near by, in Bethlehem, 
where this is being written, the Christ Child was born. He 
was born primarily for the redemption of Israel. It is true 
He was also born for a lost world, but He came to you 
first, for He said, “Salvation is of the Jews.” He sent His 
disciples to you first. You had the first and best oppor- 
tunity to accept Him, but you would not. 


O JERUSALEM, Jerusalem, when will you 
open your gates and let the King of Glory come in? 
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When will you cease to rend your garments and begin 
the rending of your heart? Will you ever see your tragic 
mistake and humbly repent at the feet of your Messiah? 
Will your selfish pride ever submit to the Saviour in the 
sincerity of real repentance? Will your hatred of the One 
who loved you so passionately ever be transformed into a 
love equally as great and strong toward Him? His un- 
bounded love went out without measure in your behalf 
but received nothing in return. His magnanimous mercy 
was extended for many months, but only to come back 
unrespected and untouched by you, though you needed it 
so badly. Unrestricted graces were proffered you by the 
Giver of Grace, but you insulted Him by smiting the 
stretched-out hand. His unrationed forgiveness was also 
offered but found few recipients, for you felt you were 
whole and needed no physician. You were sinfully-sick, 
yet you were so sure and certain of your soundness. 
You didn’t know that the cancer of unbelief was eating 
at your vitals and would eventually cause your utter spir- 
itual collapse. You know something is dreadfully wrong 
now, but you are powerless to ascertain what it is. You 
have called many and varied physicians to your abode, 
until the path of their feet is plain for all to see. They 
all become “physicians of no value,” because there is only 
One who can cure your ill, and He is known as the Great 
Physician. He can not only heal you, but can graft you 
back into the Father’s favor, because the only thing 
wrong is that you have been cut off from the True Vine. 

Why will you not yield yourself to the healing hands of 
heaven’s great Heart Specialist? The operation by His 
skillful and infallible hands will be successfully and 
quickly consummated, and then it is your eyes will be 
opened to see the King in all His beauty, and your 
tongue will be loosed to sing, “Blessed is He that cometh 
in the name of the Lord.” On that day there will be a 
jubilee in Jerusalem. But until that time the Church of 
God will continue to keep before you the promises and 
the demands of the gospel. 

The average Christian wonders if it’s any use to spend 
time and money in trying to reach one so blinded in mind 
and hardened in heart as you. We confess that we our- 
selves sometimes wonder, but this shall not hinder us 
from going to you with this glorious gospel of Christ. For, 
it is not for us to wonder or question, but to obey, and 
obey we will until He says it is enough. It, to us, is not a 
matter of how, when, or where you will be saved, but it is 
being faithful to the command of our Lord. We have 
barely touched your surface, ’tis true, but touched you we 
have, and we will continue to touch you until you are 
touched by the tender touch of our Lord and Master. 

Through the faithful and untiring efforts of Rev. and 
Mrs. D. B. Hatfield, the work in your territory was 
opened. Heaven only knows the sacrifices they made, but 
heaven does know and care and pay. We have no large 
congregations or massive cathedrals, but we do have a 
few humble saints who are challenging you daily with 
the gospel of the grace of God. Bethlehem, Ramallah, and 
Jerusalem have organized churches, and we have meet- 
ings in Beit Jala, Beit Sahor, and a number of other 
places near by. We are trying to spread out more and 
more, and we will, just as soon as consecrated workers 
are provided. Rev. George Kattab, pastor at Bethlehem 
and Jerusalem, and also district pastor, is an enthusiastic 
worker for the Lord. We had thirteen services in seven 
days. He is continually on the go, striving to make the 
Church grow and glow for the glory of God. The pastor 
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at Ramallah, Rev. Butrus Zarou, is a spiritual man and 
has a good group of people. The meetings in his church 
were very good; in fact, in all of the services the Lord’s 
presence was very precious. However, few Christians in 
this country have the baptism of the Holy Ghost. God 
grant that these preachers and their workers will be 
joined by others until they grow into a mighty army like 
the One who walked your streets nearly 2,000 years ago. 
A mighty, militant Spirit-filled army with only one mis- 
sion to reach every soul in your borders with the full- 
gospel message. Oh, for another Pentecost to come your 
way, a Pentecost so full of the fervor and fire of the 
Lord that you will again rock from the pounding of pow- 
erful Pentecostal preaching, preached by people propelled 
by an irresistible passion! a passion infused into them by 
the perfect One who had a compassion for you like no 
one else ever had. He wept over you, calling your name 
ever so tenderly, but to your everlasting shame you never 
answered except with these words, “Crucify him, cruci- 
fy him!” May the God of all Grace grant that your 
shame will soon be turned to shouting and those terrible 
words be changed to triumphant ones; namely, CROWN 
HIM, CROWN HIM LORD OF ALL. BRING FORTH THE 
ROYAL DIADEM AND CROWN HIM LORD OF ALL!

turity, while the person is yet impressionable and already 
has capacity for spiritual insight, when conversions most 
frequently occur. The first’ two rises in the curves for 
conversions seem then, from the viewpoint of psychology, 
to correspond to the decline of the sensory elements in 
consciousness and the birth of rational insight. 

The most that can be said is that the period between 
the ages of fifteen and twenty-five is the time when the 
greatest changes occur in human personality, and, there- 
fore, that is the most propitious epoch for the occurrence 
of decisive events in the history of individuals. Adoles- 
cense is only an extrinsic or indirect cause, a provocative 
stimulus to an intellectual and ethical transformation 
which requires for its completion the additional presence 
of a divine factor. 

Those who travel the broad way of evil lack certain 
features which commonly accompany religious conver- 
sion and which so greatly resemble the phenomena be- 
longing to eroticism that conversion has actually some- 
times been defined as “falling in love with God.” In less 
picturesque language, they lack the concentration of af- 
fective energy on the object of faith, a practical revision 
and a new economy of love. They are without an ecstasy 
of joy, a great buoyancy and light-heartedness, a feeling 
of peace and release from perplexity, that sense of new- 
ness of life extending even to the external world sur- 
rounding the converted individual, and the sense of being 
under divine control. 

Satan’s many may possess any or all of the following 
characteristics: (1) The absence of general religious ten- 
dencies derived from heredity, from the family, or from 
early impressions; (2) lack of an habitual tendency of 
their intellect toward absolute convictions; (3) lack of 
a tendency of the individual spontaneity to fix the at- 
tention beyond and above the realities of the senses; 
(4) lack of a richness of affective potential or psychic 
energy held in suspension by the individual; and (5) 
lack of a tendency to transfer his chief interest to ques- 
tions of origin, purpose, destiny, etc. 

Sin is a debt, a burden, a thief, a sickness, a leprosy, a 
plague, a poison, a serpent, a sting. It is the murderer 
that destroys life. It is the fair siren (one of several fab- 
ulous sea nymphs of classical mythology—part woman 
and part bird—who were supposed to lure mariners to 
destruction by their seductive singing, etc.) by the deadly 
pool, who smiles to deceive, sings to lure, kisses to betray, 
and flings her arm around our necks to leap with us into 
perdition. Evil’s stages are always progressive downward. 

CAUSE OF SIN 

God is not the cause of sin; nor is sin a thing con- 
trived or ordained by Him. It is a horrible destruction 
of the divine work and order. He neither desires nor 
approves of sin; neither does He influence the will to sin. 
Whatever want of conformity to law there ever is in a 
rational agent, it must be ascribed to the free will of the 
creature itself, being spontaneously deficient in acting. 
Psalm 5:5, “The foolish shall not stand in thy sight: 
thou hatest all workers of iniquity.” Psalm 47:5a, “Thou 
lovest righteousness, and hatest wickedness .. .” (Also, 
see Isaiah 65:12; Zechariah 8:17; 1 John 1:5.) 

A rational agent, or creature, which possesses reason 
and the power of knowing those things which the law 
given either commands or forbids, is properly said to be 
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the cause of sin, viz., the will of the devil and of man. 
The devil is the author of sin, because by his own free 
will he turned himself from God, and because he is the 
cause of sin in the human race in this way, that he de- 
ceived and seduced Eve in the state of integrity so that 
she departed from God. The particular sinful acts which 
the transgression of Eve involves are: (a) on the part 
of the intellect, a want of faith as Eve hesitated between 
the word of God, Genesis 2:17, and the word of the devil, 
Genesis 3:4; (b) on the part of the will, selfishness and 
pride, Genesis 3:5; (c) on the part of the sensuous ap- 
petite, an inordinate desire for the forbidden fruit, Gene- 
sis 3:6, from which came forth the external act forbidden 
by the law of paradise. 

The sinner is said then to be led captive by the devil. 
2 Timothy 2:26, “And that they may recover themselves 
out of the snare of the devil, who are taken captive by 
him at his will.” 

Transgression is an active devil. Want of conformity 
is a sleeping one. : 

1 John 5:17, “All unrighteousness is sin.” Sin begins 
with a cherished thought of evil and finds expression in 
the uttered word. Guilt shrinks from God, our only help. 
It is translated into evil deeds. 

WHO ARE SINNERS? 

Man has the duty to accept fully that revelation from 
God. Where there is doubt, man has the duty to inquire 
into it. Man has the duty to perfect his intellect through 
a knowledge of those truths which belong to the essen- 
tial understanding of himself. He likewise has the duty 
to perfect his will by constant obedience to the dictates 
of right reason and by the exercise of the will’s natural 
dominion over the other faculties. Those who fail in any 
of these may fall into the category of sinners. 

All those who deny the existence of God; all humani- 
tarians who assert that religious worship consists in a 
certain devotion toward humanity; the sentimentalists, 
who assert that worship is only a certain religious in- 
stinct, by which we desire and work for some ideal object 
or some ideal state of human life, these are on the broad 
way. 

Man is bound to render external worship to God even 
in the presence of others. Superstition is vain worship, 
the rendering of divine worship to a creature, or of wor- 
ship not proportioned to the receiver. Throw off all un- 
belief which leads you to hope that any saint or martyr, 
angel or archangel, virgin mother of Christ or any pious 
mother of your own, can ever pray your sins away. 

The irreligious man is not a morally good man, since 
he neglects to perform his essential duties to God. Be- 
sides, a man who shuns his duties to God will be prone 
likewise to shun his duties to his fellow man. 

We must reject as false that unlimited dogmatic indif- 
ferentism which allows anyone to practice any religion 
he wishes. 

Who are on the wide way? Men of the world who make 
no profession of religion, atheists, the non-theists, infi- 
dels, the unconcerned, nominal Christians, many who 
never enter a place of prayer, many who enter to conform 
to custom, men of pleasure, men of “progress.” Of every 
age, rank, profession, and employment they come. 


AT THE END OF THE TRAIL 


Sinner and backsliders are like idle swimmers, who go 
carelessly floating down the stream rather than exert 
themselves to swim against the current and gain the 
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bank. They must reach the sea at last, and when they 
hear the breakers and see the foaming crests of the 
waves, they become alarmed; but it is too late. The 
stream is now too strong for them; their limbs are be- 
numbed and enervated from want of exertion; and, un- 
fitted and unprepared, they are hurried into the ocean of 
eternity. 

Sin’s end is destruction. The end of sin is the destruc- 
tion of character. Vice intoxicates; it wrecks. 

Many travellers pass along the broad way, differing 
widely from one another—old and young, rich and poor, 
learned and ignorant—but all alike in this: they have 
forgotten the prayer which the Lord Himself had taught 
them. They never say, “Thy will be done”; or, if they say 
it, certainly they never think of it; it never enters into 
their hearts—our will, weak it may be, wavering, ill- 
directed, ignorant of the true end of life. To follow one’s 
own will needs no painful effort, and so men prefer it 
to the holy will of God. They pass on, heedless and 
thoughtless for the most part; some of them now and 
then hesitating, wondering what the end will be, half 
inclined to try the one narrow path, but driven back 
again by the press of the crowd; the most still moving 
onwards, all in the same direction, till the gate is reached 
at last—the gate that is set across the road at the jour- 
ney’s end. That gate is wide; it can receive a multitude. 
They reach it; they pass through it. A few are drawn 
violently back, plucked, as it were, out of the fire at the 
very last. Others are full of trembling anxiety, disturbed 
by many doubts and fears, but yet they pass on. The most 
end their journey as they began it, moving on with the 
crowd, thinking nothing of the future. They pass through 
that wide gate, and oh! what lies beyond it? Death, the 
Bible tells us—eternal destruction from the face of the 
Lord and from the glory of His might, the greater outer 
darkness, where is weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

The wicked shall perish (Luke 13:3). Jesus does not 
know them then (Matthew 25:12).

into the midst of a burning fiery furnace,” were three 
Hebrew men. These three refused to “follow the crowd” 
and bow to the image. When brought before the king, 
they fearlessly and boldly said, “Our minds are made up. 
.. . We will not worship your idol. If our God wills, he 
can deliver us; but if he doesn’t see fit to deliver us, we 
still refuse to bow to your golden image.” Nebuchadnez- 
zar had the power to bind the three Hebrew children. He 
had the power to heat the furnace seven times hotter 
than it was in the beginning. He had the power to put 
the Hebrew children into the furnace. But he didn’t have 
the power to make the fire burn them. The old king tried 
to make it hot for them, but the great God they served 
refused to even let them be scorched. Sometimes the devil 
will try to make it hot for true Christians today, but we 
have that “extra man” with us to protect us from the 
fiery darts of the wicked. 

On one occasion, Jesus preached and taught to a mul- 
titude of people at Capernaum. Many of His disciples 
began to murmur, saying, “He teaches and preaches too 
hard; and many went back and walked no more with 
him.” Jesus turned around and looked at the Twelve and 
asked, “Will you also go away?” Simon Peter answered 
Him, saying, “Lord, to whom shall we go? Thou hast the 
words of eternal life.” In others words, “Lord, you are 
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teaching and preaching to us the very things we need.” 
Many times a preacher will actually pervert the gospel 
of Jesus Christ just to get the crowds. Jesus never did 
“soft-soap” or let down to please the people, and it cer- 
tainly is a mistake for us to cater to the desires and 
whims of the people, just to add numbers to our mem- 
bership rolls and get the large crowds. “Preach the 
Word!” You will always have that “faithful few” who are 
the backbone of your church, who will urge and encou- 
rage you on. 

The Church of God at Ephesus was organized by Paul 
with just twelve men. Paul went about from house to 
house teaching about Jesus. He didn’t just teach in 
their synagogue, but felt it necessary to have a “home 
visitation” program in order to reach the people. When 
we get so big, and our names are exalted to some degree, 
we sometimes feel that we don’t need to or can’t preach 
or teach unless we have a big crowd; but, the apostolic 
pattern, and the pattern set by our old pioneers who 
paved the way for us, shows that most of our Churches 
of God were started in old store buildings, tents, brush 
arbors, and in the front room of some faithful Holy- 
Ghost-filled person. Our Youth Department today has a 
move started to organize branch Sunday Schools. This is 
certainly after the pattern set by our leaders from the 
beginning. The number may seem small when you start 
out, but be faithful and God will give the increase. 

In the city of Lancaster, which is known as a church- 
going town, only one third of the population ever attends 
church anywhere. Out of fifteen thousand people, a little 
less than five thousand ever attend church in this 
church-going city. Out of that less than five thousand, 
how many are really true and faithful to the Lord and 
His Word? In your town, how many can you number 
among God’s faithful few? Discouraging? Looking at the 
situation in the natural, possibly so, but the Lord quickly 
recognized that there would be thousands going under 
the guise of Christianity who love the world with all of 
its sin and lasciviousness, those who yearn for the ac- 
claim and applause of men, and proclaimed that we must 
“STRIVE to enter in” for “FEW THERE BE THAT FIND 
IT.” We need not be discouraged as long as the Lord is 
with us, and He said, “WHERE TWO OR THREE ARE 
GATHERED TOGETHER IN MY NAME, THERE AM I IN 
THE MIDST OF THEM,” Matthew 18:20. ARE YOU 
NUMBERED AMONG GOD’S FAITHFUL FEW?

Gospel Church of God is doing a great work. These men 
are Spirit-filled and very conscientious about the mission 
program. Brother Hudson was selected as chairman, and 
Brother Changuion is the secretary. Brother Wade H. 
Horton, Missions Field Representative, of Cleveland, visit- 
ing at the time of the convention, added much inspira- 
tion to the mission program. An offering for missions 
was taken during the convention which amounted to 
more than $6,000. This is the proof that the spirit of 
missions is still alive in the Full Gospel Church of God 
in South Africa. We anticipate great reports in the next 
few years. The field is ripe unto harvest. May we pray 
the Lord to send more laborers into the whited harvest 


fields. 


CAMPGROUND: A very suitable place for a 
campground has been recently purchased. It consists of 
more than thirty acres and is located only ten miles from 
Pretoria. Almost the entire thirty acres was alive with 
activity during the camp meeting. The great tent cathe- 
dral, large dining room tent, kitchen, market, bookstores, 
and 150 camping tents occupied much of the ground. 
Other space was used for parking. Hundreds of automo- 
biles crowded the grounds. Brother Saayman remarked 
that it reminded him of the City of Chicago and its 
parking lots. More than $3,500 was raised to make a down 
payment on the land. 

In general, the convention was a great success. It will 
go down in history as one of the greatest. Much credit 
goes to the faithful management of the moderator, 
Brother Saayman, who was always on the platform, with 
his faithful wife by his side most of the time. The Secre- 
tary General, Brother Carter, was a faithful worker at 
the camp, as well as the many committees who worked 
with untiring effort. Approximately $21,000 was raised 
for the various financial needs. 

Monday and Tuesday after the camp meeting, the work- 
ers met in general council, where much planning was 
done to promote the work for the incoming year. Especial- 





ly was I impressed with the Youth Board’s report and 
plans. The youth in South Africa are no exception to 
those in other countries. They are anxious to put the 
program over for God and are wide open for any advice 
or suggestions which they can use to an advantage. A 
number will be coming to Lee College in the near future. 
Several of the ministers of South Africa hope to visit the 
States so as to become better acquainted with the Church 
of God and to tie our bonds a little tighter. We have ex- 
tended to them a hearty invitation, and, when they come, 
I trust that we will make them welcome in our homes 
and pulpits and extend to them every courtesy possible. 
After we have done all we can, I don’t believe we can 
match them for the hospitality shown Brother Horton 
and me while in South Africa. It was not only one day 
and in one home, but every day in every home, from early 
in the morning until late at night. We stayed in the home 
of Brother Schutte for two weeks, and they never seemed 
to tire of serving us, nor would they let us pay any of the 
bills. May God reward them. We then went to the home 
of Brother and Sister Saayman, where we found the same 
big welcome, and at the school with Brother McLuhan 
and Brother Mooneyham it was the same. Undoubtedly, 
they must have become affected by the hospitality of the 
South Africans. 

The night before we left, more than 200 people came to 
give us a farewell meeting and presented us with lovely 
presents, after having entertained us for more than two 
hours. Again, the next morning, even though it was serv- 
ice time, a large number was at the airport to bid us fare- 
well. Tears flowed freely as the time came to say good- 
bye. About all we could do was to brush the tears aside 
and say, “God be with you ’till we meet again.” 

The reports show that more than 10,000 members were 
added to the Church last year. At the amalgamation in 
1951 there were only a little more than 22,000 adult mem- 
bers. The district pastors’ reports now show that they 
have more than 46,000, which gives them an increase in 
adult membership of 24,000 in three years. They have 
more than doubled their membership. To God be all the 
glory, who has redeemed us through His precious blood 
and made us overcomers through Him.

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NO STAMP TO HONOR MARY 
WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) The 
United States Post Office Depart- 
ment will not issue a stamp in honor 
of the Marian Year or the Second As- 
sembly of the World Council of 
Churches, to be held at Evanston, IIl., 
in August. Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Albert J. Robertson made known 
this decision in a formal letter to Dr. 
Glenn L. Archer, executive director of 
“Protestants and Other Americans 
United for Separation of Church and 
State.” Mr. Robertson’s letter was in 
reply to one addressed to Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield by 
Dr. Archer, who contended that such 
postage stamps would violate the prin- 
ciple of Church-State separation. 
Mr. Robertson said the Post Office 
Department “is not considering the is- 
suance of such stamps at this time, 
and it is extremely unlikely that either 
of them will be issued in the future.” 


METHODISTS CHOOSE ’54 
MEETING SITE 

TULSA, Oklahoma (EP) The 1956 
quadrennial general conference of the 
Methodist Church will be held in Min- 
neapolis, April 25 to May 9, it was an- 
nounced here. The site choice was 
made by a special commission named 
at the close of the 1952 conference in 
San Francisco. 

Dr. Paul V. Galloway, Tulsa, was 
named chairman of a program com- 
mittee which will meet May 3 this year 
in New York to begin work on ar- 
rangements for the meeting. 


SAYS CHURCHES NOT KEEPING 
UP WITH PROSPERITY 

ST. LOUIS, Missouri (EP) Budgets 
of Protestant churches over the coun- 
try “are not matching our prosperity,” 
the National Council of Churches’ top 
stewardship official told 100 St. Louis 
clergymen and lay leaders here. “Un- 
less you are paying your minister at 
least 80 per cent more than you did 
in 1939, you are asking him to take a 
cut in salary,” the Rev. Thomas K. 
Thompson, Executive director of the 
Council’s department of stewardship 
and benevolence, said. 

The average church could double its 
income by “an effective canvass” for 
funds, he said. Mr. Thompson said he 
is convinced that churches which ask 
members to bring in pledges and gifts 
on a “Loyalty Sunday” are losing half 
the income they might get if they 
conducted “face-to-face canvassing to 
solicit church support.” 
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“The second Sunday in November is 
the best time of the year for a church 
canvass,” he said. “You get the benefit 
of the Thanksgiving spirit, and you 
avoid the Christmas rush.” 


H-BOMB TO DESTROY U.S. IS 
POSSIBLE 

BALTIMORE, Maryland (EP) A 
Johns Hopkins University scientist 
who holds some of the basic patents 
for nuclear fusion said a hydrogen 
bomb large enough to destroy the en- 
tire United States can be built now in 
a size that would enable its delivery 
by the enemy. 

The scientist said at the same time 
he does not believe it is possible at 
this time to build a hell-bomb big 
enough to destroy the world, but only 
because there is not enough “super- 
heavy hydrogen” available, “not be- 
cause of insufficient knowledge.” 





ANY CATHOLIC CONVERTS 
TO PROTESTANTISM? 

Time magazine revealed this week 
that Roman Catholics have a better 
press to publicize the converts they 
receive from Protestantism. Here is 
the revealing fact concerning converts 
from Catholicism, as it appears in the 
April 5 issue: 

“Doesn’t a Roman Catholic ever be- 
come converted to Protestantism?” 
For years, says the Rev. Daniel A. 
Poling, people have been asking him 
this ee Pg erage J whenever a 
prominent U.S. citizen announces his 
conversion to the Catholic faith. Last 
week Dr. Poling, editor of the inter- 
denominational Christian Herald 
(circ. 376,783), gave his readers the 
answer: a resounding “ves.” The Her- 
ald’s estimates, summarized in a re- 
port by Author Will Oursler: as 
against 1,071,897 people converted to 
Catholicism during the last ten years 
(most of them presumably ex-Protes- 
tants), some 4,000,000 Roman Catho- 
lics have become Protestants. 





The Herald got its figures by polling 
a cross section of U.S. Protestant min- 
isters. The 2,219 clergymen who re- 


plied to its questionnaire (out of 
25,000 polled) reported that they had 
received a total of 51,361 former Ro- 
man Catholics into their churches 
within the past ten years. Projecting 
his sample, Poling got a nation-wide 
estimate of 4,144,366 Catholic-to-Prot- 
estant converts in a decade. Writes 
Episcopalian Will Oursler: “Even when 
allowances are made for error, the to- 
tal national figure could hardly be less 
than two or three million, and in all 
probability runs closer to five million.” 
Catholics cited a variety of reasons 
for embracing Protestantism, minis- 
ters told the Herald in their replies. 
Among them: “Intellectual differ- 
ences with Roman Catholic dogma, 
rebellion against (their church’s) 
‘iron discipline’... the simpler and 
more direct Protestant approach to 
worship.” Biggest factor: “Mixed mar- 
riages, in which the Catholic party 
adopted the Protestant faith.” 


ARREST OF MINORS FOR 
DOPE INCREASES 

SACRAMENTO, California (EP) 
Atty. Gen. Brown reports that 1953 ar- 
rests of minors for using narcotics in- 
creased 16 per cent over 1952. “The 
arrest figures can mean either that 
law enforcement is being stepped up 
and more are apprehended, or it can 
mean that we are faced with an in- 
creasing incidence of the spread of 
this evil among juveniles,” Brown told 
a meeting of the Juvenile Officers As- 
sociation. 

He said that in 1952 there were 301 
juvenile narcotic arrests among a to- 
tal of 1,840, and that last year’s juve- 
nile arrests total 364 out of 1,900. 
Brown said the Narcotic Enforcement 
Bureau has given high priority to na 
veniles, “but we cannot overlook the 
possibility that more juveniles are 
trafficking narcotics.” 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 


More than 32,000 radio broadcasts 
and over 5,500 telecasts were spon- 
sored last year by church bodies co- 
operating throu the Broadcastin 
and Film Commission of the Nationa 
Council of Churches. Nearly a million 
people wrote in for sermons and other 
literature offered on programs. As a 
result of increased “TV-mindedness” 
of the churches, the Methodist Church 
has announced plans to raise $250,000 
for new programs to be produced and 
distributed.
